Under the laws of Nowl-Ork the per- 


sonal estate left by the late Jay Gould to 
' his children or "trusted" for their benefit 
will be liable to (a tax of 1 per cent. 
Heal estate left to lineal heirs Is not sub- 
ject to this tax. 
The railroad and similar 


securities which form the main part of 
Mr Gould's estate are held to be personal 
property onder the law, and therefore are 
subject to the tax mentioned. 
It U the 


clear market value of the property which 
the law taxes, and not the nominal value 
placed upon shares of stock. 
According 


to the most conservative estimates made 
Mr. Gould's personal estate, counting the 
the various lines of stock, bonds and se- 
curities at their actual market value, may 
be placed in round figures at $75,010,000. 
This »ill yield a tax to the State of $730,- 
000 
The appraisement will be made 


under the authority of the Surrogate 
fhe eiecutors are allowed six months to 
make tbeirl schedules and present them 
to the Surrogate. 


If the tax to accrue to the State from 


Mr Gould's estate cornea to •750,000 as 
estimated, the Controller's retnns there- 
from will be apt to exceed his regaltr sal- 
ary 
I'pen the first $50,00p of such col- 


lections the Controller receives by law 5 
per cent ; npon the second 850,000 3 per 
cent , and upon all additional over f 100,- 
000, 1 per cent. This would make the 
Controller's fees *10,BOO on $750,000.
